sions, and for other purposes.

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SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 1

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Strengthening Chil-2

dren’s Safety Act of 2017’’. 3

SEC. 2. FAILURE OF SEX OFFENDERS TO REGISTER. 4

Section 2250(d) of title 18, United State Code, is 5

amended— 6

(1) by inserting after ‘‘Federal law (including 7

the Uniform Code of Military Justice),’’ the fol-8

lowing: ‘‘State law,’’; and 9

(2) by adding at the end the following: 10

‘‘(3) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term 11

‘crime of violence’ has the meaning given such term 12

in section 16.’’. 13

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(e) REPEAT OFFENDERS.—Section 2426(b)(1)(B) of 1

title 18, United States Code, is amended by inserting after 2

‘‘State law’’ the following: ‘‘or the Uniform Code of Mili-3

tary Justice’’. 4

(f) SENTENCING CLASSIFICATION.—Section 3559 of 5

title 18, United States Code, is amended— 6

(1) in subsection (e)(2)(B)— 7

(A) by striking ‘‘State sex offense’’ and in-8

serting ‘‘State or Military sex offense’’; and 9

(B) by inserting after ‘‘under State law’’ 10

the following: ‘‘or the Uniform Code of Military 11

Justice’’; and 12

(2) in subsection (e)(2)(C), by inserting after 13

‘‘State’’ the following: ‘‘or Military’’. 14
